WILL University dramatics be a credit to tha Uni- 
versity next year? Tha question is a serious 
oae, and unless plans are laid and work dona In tha 
very near future the enawer will meat likely be In 

the negative. 

The year 1M4-$S saw dramatics definitely on ths 
decline. Tha first two Cut and Curtain shows woro 
passable. Tha Troubadour show waa, in spite of 
tireless labor on tha part of eovoral etudents, hardly 
worthy ef the University. Tha Anal Cue and Cur- 
tain play, likewise, despite herd work, teas definitely 
. below standard. 

Two factors are responsible for this decline. The 
. fbtt of these, and the moet important, la the feet 
Must then ie no one available who is equipped with 
this ne c essary Mining and who can spend sufficient 
time in supervising tho presentation of polished 
productions. Tht second it the look of student in- 
tartat both In participating in dramatic productions 
and la attending them. 

Perhaps If tha first of these deficiencies ie reme- 
died tha aaeend will take cart of itaelf. With a 
strait personality heading a unified University 
Thaattr organisation, students would And It men 
profitable at wall at more enjoyable te work in 
draiMtiee. The pleya would consequently be mere 
attreetive from a box-office standpoint aad the etu-

dents and administration silk# for many years. A 
Uatvsrsity Theater can exist as an organisation, aa 
a unity of all ttudenta Interested In any of the 
multifarious phases of dramatic production 1 It 
cannot exist, however, without a director. The past 
year's experience has proven Utat. 

If s University Thsatar (or University dramatics 
called by any other name) is to exist next year, and 
if it is to prosaat itself In a gules other then that of a 
buffoon, plans must be laid at once. Troubadours 
must, if they will insist upon presenting an original 
book, start to work on that book at once. Cue and 
Curtain, which must make its initial appaaranee 
much earlier in the aeaaon, should bo completing its 
organisation at this time, and should have a play- 
reading committee at work in tho library. Students 
capablo of handling all branches of dramatics must 
be Antlocd late working with these organisation!. 
(Last yoor taw many non-Universlty men Ailing 
important positions.) 

And, above all, a competent, experienced, and will- 
ing head — etudent, alumnus, or faculty member — 
must be selected at once and set to work on regen- 
erating campus dramatics.

Often tha expori.nce has bean thie summer that 
upon arriving at t p. m, tha one or two copies of 
tha daslrsd book are in use aad not available until 
about dosing time, if at all. 

Under tho circumstances, th* library should bo 
open from 10 a. m. to It midnight Monday through 
’friday, and from 1 p. m. to 12 midnight, on Sat- 
rtrdey and Sunday.

I N turning th* bulk ot thie column over to tho words 
of someone else thie week I’m not trying te dodge 
work because of the hot weather; nor i* It because 
there lent anything to complain about (or com- 
mend). It’s just to show that I am not alone in 
my belief that students, who are preparing for pro- 
fessions should not be required to study a foreign 
language. I trust you’ll And the following letter 
self-explanatory: 

Mr. Jamoe Haley, Associate Editor, 

The Univtreity Hatchet. 

Dear Jamet: 

I read with very keen interest your article In 
th* June 25 Hatchet regarding the present two- 
year requirement of a foreign language for students 
who are preparing for professional courses. If you 
recall, I abared your flret-yoar Spanish court* under 
th* Instruction of Senorits Ahumada. (Unfortu- 
nately, however, after having flniehed four years 
In the George Washington University Lnw School I 
am now required to taka anothsr ysar of Spanish 
In order te fulfill th* requirements for an A. B. 
degree and this in apit* of the fact that there are a 
number of courses I have not taken Which I would 
prefer to take aad which would bo of decided benefit 
to me In my work nnd profession.) 

As expressed in your article I, too, devoted at 
mueh, if not mors, tims to ths etudy of Spanish 
than to any one other subject, and if my grades are 
examined it will be found that I mad* a lower grade 
in Spanish than In any other course. I was re- 
quired to take ths subject very much against my 
will and as in your case "I have not spoken or read 
a tingle word of it, nor have I ever given it a 
thought” line* completion of tho course in 1981. 

In my conversation and association with other 
etudents and professional men it hae frequently 
bean etatad that the requirement of a foreign lan- 
guage fer those not desiring to specialise In that 
field It not only unwise, but an axtremely burden- 
coma requirement. In one court* (psychology) w* 
are taught very emphatically that the old idea of a 
"transfer of learning” is a mistaken idea and that 
to require (he etudy of Latin, Greek, mathematics 
and various other subjects for the sole purpose of 
aharpening wits it a foolish tradition of the old
